Manpower needs for the armed 
forces of the United States are so 
acute it has become necessary to 
call men in the age group 26 
through 29, the Upland Selective 
Service office has been informed. 

Draft deferment regulations ap- 
plying to men 18 through 25 years 
of age have’ been applied to the 
group in the 26 through 29 year 
bracket, Edgar C. Pierce, selective 
service clerk, reports. 

Application for deferment of a 
war worker under 30 years gf age 
after April 1 must be filed by the 
employer on form 42-A special] re- 
vised and must be certified by one 
of the 15 major war azencies. 

War production board officials 
Said today the new draft rule pro-

for the “yital hard core’ .of. work- 
ers under 30 engaged in war pro- 
duction and supporting activities. 


Hach employer has been asked 
to submit to the procurement 
agency involved a complete list of 
2ll employes between 18 and 30 
who were classed as 2-A or 2-B on 
January 1. 


This list must be submitted in 
addition to the new draft defer- 
ment forms for the _ individuals 
whom the employer seeks to have 
deferred under the new rules as ir- 
replaceable, the WPB reports. 


According to the WPB, the em- 
ployer should apply to the pro- 
curement agency from which he 
has obtained deferment certifica- 
tion or from which he holds war 
contracts. If he has no war con- 
tracts or if he deals with more 
than one procurement agency in 
small volume he may apply to the 
WPB. 

Employers are asked to list em- 
ployes in descending order of im- 
portance to production and to in- 
dicate which of these men are 
both irreplaceable and so impor- 
tant that the firm cannot operate 
efficiently without them. 

Employers have been warned 
by the WPB to begin to train re- 
placements for all possible men 
in the 18° to 30 age group, since 
only a small percentage can be de- 
ferred.

David Miller, 28, of St. Louis, Mo., 
and Virginia Johnson, 23, of San 
Bernardino, 

Mr. Smith, a ship fitter first 
class in the Seabees, serving in 
his ‘second’ world war, had ‘been 
home on a visit and was return- 
ing to Camp Parks, accompanied 
part of the way by his wife, 
daughter and friends. 

The Smiths were passengers in! 
the car driven by Mrs. Schultz, 
and the car was traveling west- 
ward in the middle lane of traffic. 
Mr. Miller accompanied by Miss 
Johnson, was traveling eastward 
in the middle ‘ane. 

According to the investigation 
made by Coroner R. E. Williams, 
both cars at¢empted to turn to 
their right but apparently skidded 
into one another because of the 
wet cond tion of the highway.

"| Fear Peace, 
Van Want Says 


“IT fear the ‘peace. to come more 
than I fear the war,” Henry P. van | 
Walt, doctor of psychology, told} 
400 persons at the Chaffey com- 
community forum last Thursday 
in the civic auditorium. 

The German youth, he declared, 
have been trained in militarism 
and cannot be made free py impos- 
ing democracy upon them 

German war prisoners | in this 
country are morose. “When we 
come back, we will not hang you,” 
one said to a rancher who treated | 
him kindly. 

But Dr. van Walt said that per- | 
sonally, he would rather be a war 
prisoner in the United States than 
a free man in Germany, for there 
individual freedom has no mean- 
ing. 

Speaking of the war's end, he 
said “don’t prepare for the boy | 
who left. Prepare for the man! 
who will return.” 

British, Dutch, Norwegian and 
Russian soldiers will return to 
civilian populations that have suf- 
fered casualties and devastation 
and there will be a common 
ground between them. Americai: 
soldiers will return to a land of 
abundance, and it would be a mis-~ 
take to tell them of our civilian 
privations, he remarked. 

Germany, he said, must be so 
thoroughly defeated that the chil- 
dren living today cannot grow up 
with the “master race’ complex. 
Those children cannot be convert- 
ed to peace, but their children, 20 
or 30 years hence, may learn to 
know democracy. 

A serious American post-war 
problem will be fascism as repre- 
sented by anti-semitism and racial 
discrimination. Americans are 
not required to like other peoples | 
but should show them tolerancs 
for the common good, he said. 

There can be no United States of 
Europe, he declared, because the 
peoples are too diverse in race, 
language, customs, politics and re- 
ligion. But there tan be a meet-

Steel Use Asked 


Survey of California steel con- 
sumption will be made to learn 
whether the Kaiser bill at Fon- 
tana can be operated profitably 
after the war, the San Bernardino 
county board of supervisors has 
been informed. 

He said that in conversation 
with Col. Heron at Oakland, it 
was agreed that the recent meet- 
ing of the Western States Council 
at Salt Lake City was in no posi- 
tion to determine intelligently the 
possibility of Henry Kaiser or any 
one else operating in the west aft- 
er the war. 

To procure definite information, 
Mr. Walker said, Col. Heron has 
agreed to make a complete survey 
with his own staff. 

Costs will be financed by the 
state but if excessive any deficit 
will be met by the Kaiser, Colum-

Ibs veal steak 

3 cups diced celery 

2 cups diced onions 
142 cups bean sprouts 
cup water from sprouts 
tablespoons lard 
teaspoon salt 
tablespoons flour 

tablespcons water 
2 tablespoons soy sauce 

Trim the fat and bone from 
veal, then cut in small cubes. 
Roll veal in seasoned flour. Melt 
lard in large skillet; brown the 
veal. Add celery, onions, and 1 
cup of water from the sprouts. 
Place lid on skillet and cook 
slowly for 35 minutes. Then add 
sprouts, and salt, then mrake a 
thickening using the 2. table- 
spoons water, and 2 tablespoons 
soy sauce. Add the thickening to 
the Chop Suey mixture. Cook for 
3 or 4 minutes then serve with 
rice or canned fried noodles.

ACTION AT COLOGNE 

“T tried to bail out but the wings 
were pretty badly ripped up and 
I thought my chute and I would 
be torn to shreds so I made a 
rapid fire decision to ride 
home.” 

That was the essence of a re- 
port made by Lt. Louis H. Hitter, 
P-38 Lightning pilot, after pan- 
caking his crippled fighter plane 
down at an air field in Belgium. 

Lt. Hitter is the husband of Mrs. 
Virginia Hitter, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Earl Riggs, who reside 
on West Seventh street. 

On an armed reconnaissance 
mission near Cologne February 9, 
Lt. Hitter spotted 25 enemy tanks 
‘but his radio contact to the ground 
contro] went sour. He elected a 
secondary target, a busy marshall- 
ing yard, and went roaring down 
for the kill. A burst of 20 mm. 
flak hit his wings as he dove by 
but he kept going. 

As he prepared to drop his two 
500 pounders, his ship was rock- 
ed by another burst, this time 88 
mm shells, and the control device 
went out as he attempted to pull 
out of the dive. 

Some flak struck below his 
cockpit and other fragments went 
through the gas tank. 

Lt. Hitter jettisoned the bombs 
at his starboard engine and both 
wings caught fire. 

Rather than bail out over Co- 
logne, he decided to find an Amer- 
ican air strip. He managed to ex- 
tinguish the fire and by maintain- 
ing maximum air speed and 
maneuvering his twin engines he 
banked the aircraft down on an 
American field just behind the 


lines. After hopping out of the 
plane, he counted over 40 flak 
holes.

Capt. Kenneth A. Abbott, for- 
mer Ontario physician and Spe- 
cialist in neurosurgery, who Is now 
stationed at an evacuation hospi- 
tal in the Philippines, in a letter 
to his wife told what medicine 1s 
doing in the Pacific war theater. 

“We are all amazed at what 
these men can stand,” he writes. | 

“They come in with the most 
extensive wounds, in great shock. 

“We give them whole blood 
flown in to us almost daily from 
San Francisco and they start com- 
ing out of it very fast. They 
Stand their operations extremely 
well and are usually quite cheer- 
ful and appreciative, 

“One 48-hour period I had only 
two hours’ rest and operated#21 
cases, besides taking care of all 
those in my wards. ; 

“We have worked for 72 hours 
with only two short rests, one of 
two hours and one of five hours. 

“We have a very large turnover 
of patients every day and have

Study Citrus | 
Blight to 


Stop Spread 


Scientists of the University of 
California Citrus Experimental 
Station at Riverside are making a 
determined effort to determine the 
cause of, and effect a cure for the 
mysterious blight which is attack- 
ing the citrus groves in the San 
Gabriel valley area. 

Working under the direction of 
Dr. L. D. Batchelor, station di- 
rector, the scientists are making a 
determined effort to isolate the 
root, bark or soil virus responsi- 

le for the quick decline malady 
affecting orange tree budded on 
the sour root variety. 

Dr. H. S. Fawcett of Riverside, 
has discovered an iodine test which 
has been successful in pre-de- 
termining if a tree is diseased. 
Iodine applied to the slashed root 
of a tree will have a starched re- 
action if the tree is affected, Dr. 
Fawcett determined. Using this 
test, it is possible to locate and 
isolate diseased trees, thus aiding 
in preventing spread of the blight. 

Trees that have been attacked 
by the mysterious malady some- 
times live for four or five years 
after being stricken, and in some 
Cases the disease has a firm hold 
before the wilting, which identi-
